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Council Votes Down 
Electron Board and 
Tables Cable TV

At its March 19 meeting, city 
council defeated a charter amend¬ 
ment which would establish a board 
of election supervisors and tabled 
another charter amendment dealing 
with cable television. 

The charter amendment to pro¬ 
vide for a comprehensive revision 
of the charter requirements relat¬ 
ing to the conduct of elections and 
to establish a board of elections su¬ 
pervisors was defeated on a 3-2 
vote. Council members Rhea Co¬ 
hen and Charles Schwan supported 
the amendment. Council members 
Elizabeth Maffay, Gil Weidenfeld, 
and Mayor Richard Pilski voted no. 

Pilski argued against a board of 
election supervisors, saying that it 
would be an unnecessary addition 
to the city’s bureaucratic burden.. 
Noting what he considered to be a 
small turnout at an earlier public 
meeting, Pilski said that he did not 
believe that there was much public 
interest in this issue. 

Maffay said that she favored an 
ethics committee rather than a 
board of supervisors which would 
handle grievances. 

They were also not convinced that 
the present setup needed revisions. 
“We have no problems with regis¬ 
trations,” said Mrs. Maffay. “This 
municipality has the finest election 
procedures in the county,” added 
Pilski, Both attributed this to the 
excellent work of city clerk Gu- 
drun Mills and feared the interfer¬ 
ence of a possibly politically orien¬ 
ted board of election supervisors. 

Schwan agreed that Mrs. Mills 
had done a fine job. He said he 
would oppose a board of election 
supervisors if he thought such a 
board would foul up the adminis¬ 
tration. But he didn’t believe this 
would be the case. 

Schwan and Cohen, said that 
now was the time to establish 
the board. Schwan* pointed out 
that as the city grows such a board 
becomes necessary. Cohen agreed 
that a board is needed now. 

Weidenfeld, although he voted no 
on the issue, provided the strongest 
argument for the creation of the 
board. He said that it made sense 
to relieve the city manager of the 
responsibility for elections, but he 
did not feel it was expedient to act 
now with city elections only six 
months away. He suggested that 
the question be considered early in 
the term of the new council. Pilski, 
commenting on the upcoming Sep¬ 
tember elections, said, “I’ve never 
seen so many people getting gun 
shy in March.” 

Cable TV 

Weidenfeld introduced an amend¬ 
ment which would have clarified 
the city’s authority to grant fran¬ 
chises for community antenna and 
cable television systems. . Weiden¬ 
feld had asked that the motion not 
be tabled since it was designed 
simply to make explicit an author¬ 
ity which city solicitor Emmett 
Nanna believes already exists in 
the charter. Schwan, however, felt 
that the council first should receive 
some input from a citizen’s advi¬ 
sory committee. Schwan said that 
he is not convinced that cable TV 
is necessarily good for every com¬ 
munity, and that it may be better 
to handle this question on a re¬ 
gional basis. After the amendment 
was unanimously tabled, a motion 
to establish a citizens advisory 
committee was passed. 

Other Actions 

In other action the council chose 
the low bidder, Union Mutual Life, 
from among 19 bids to be awarded 
the contract for the city’s group 
life insurance program.

Access Roads & Security 
Discussed at Meeting on 
Greenbelt Metro Stations

Although the construction of the 
Metro Greenbelt line is not sched¬ 
uled to be completed until 1979, the 
final planning phase will be reached 
next year. At a county council 
public information meeting in Hy¬ 
atts ville on March 21, Jackson 
Graham, General Manager of Metro, 
said that the final decisions af¬ 
fecting alignment of the Greenbelt 
line would have to be made by 
September 1, 1974. 

One proposal involves the con¬ 
struction of a station at a site just 
south of the Beltway near the B&O 
tracks. In order to achieve access 
to this station it might be neces¬ 
sary to widen Cherry-wood Lane in 
Springhili Lake. Hal Kassoff, 
a project director in the Mary¬ 
land Department of Transportation, 
explained that one of several al¬ 
ternatives under consideration in¬ 
volves widening Cherrywood Lane 
into a four lane divided roadway 
by constructing a two lane high¬ 
way parallel to the existing road, 
Kassoff stressed that this was mere¬ 
ly one of several options, and in¬ 
vited citizen participation in the 
planning process. 

At the March 19 city council 
meeting a motion introduced by 
council member Rhea Cohen to send 
a letter to WPGC Transportation 
Alternatives Steering Committee, 
expressing preference for a separ¬ 
ate access road along the B&O 
tracks from Greenbelt Road for 
feeder bus service was passed. 

Security System 

A second issue raised at the Metro 
meeting dealt with Metro security. 
Angus B. McLean, Director of 
Metro Security, explained that Met¬ 
ro is currently favoring a system 
of security that would be the joint 
responsibility of Metro and local 
jurisdictions. Local police would 
share a responsibility for the patrol 
and security of Metro stations and 
parking lots. 

Council member Gil Weidenfeld 
asked about possible weaknesses 
in the security system, particularly 
in the television monitoring sys¬ 
tem. MacLean answered that in 
the event of a power failure the 
television monitoring would be pow¬ 
ered by the same system that pro¬ 
vided for emergency lighting. Such 
a system has been used successfully 
in other cities. 


In a petition to the council, Her¬ 
man Ammen asked that the city’s 
recycling program be expanded and 
that an inquiry be directed to Eco- 
cycle, a Virginia ecological con¬ 
sulting firm, to see what services 
they might provide. Council agreed 
to look into the matter. 

Mrs. Cohen asked that a letter be 
sent to the Western Prince Georges 
County Transportation Alternatives 
Steering Committee expressing pre¬ 
ference for an access road from 
Greenbelt Road along the B&O 
tracks to the proposed Metro stop 
at the Beltway, rather than making 
use of Cherrywood Lane.

Bills Proposed to Control 
Use of Public Parkland 

Two bills designed to protect 
Prince George’s remaining 11,000 
acres of parkland from commercial 
development were forced out of 
committee March 20 and introduced 
by the sponsoring Council members. 

Councilman Ronald R. Reeder, 
whose act was presented to Coun¬ 
cil’s fiscal-planning committee Jan. 
2, introduced a bill to require Coun¬ 
cil approval and public testimony 
on any move to situate a recrea¬ 
tional facility on public land. 

Exempting the Largo sports arena 
now being built on acreage tagged 
parkland, Reeder’s bill would re¬ 
quire recreational buildings in 
public parks zoned rural-residen¬ 
tial to be under the direct super¬ 
vision of public authorities, usually 
the Maryland-National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission. 

The other bill, authored by coun¬ 
cil members Lucille B. Potts and 
John B. Burcham, would delete 
privately-owned, recreational build¬ 
ings from the uses permitted in 
the rural-residential zone. 

Rather, a special exception would 
be necessary for a recreational 
building to be located on land leas¬ 
ed from a public agency. Like 
Reeder’s bill, the Potts-Burcham 
measure would exclude the arena by 
setting the starting date after Jan. 
1, 1973. 

Both bills were written after the 
county leased 60 acres for a 17,500- 
seat enclosed sports arena on a 20- 
year contract and an option to re¬ 
new for another 20 years. 

At the time, some county citizens 
protested the leasing arrangement 
bcause the plot had been bought 
by Park and Planning Commission 
and labeled parkland after it was 
left over from a road building pro¬ 
ject. 

The acreage w*as landlocked and 
never actually developed as park¬ 
land. 

Several weeks ago, Council asked 
the state legislature to enact a mea¬ 
sure to limit the county planning 
board’s power to lease parkland by 
requiring a public hearing and pri¬ 
or Council approval of any lease 
involving extensive county commit¬ 
ment. 

Aimed to shore up the loophole 
created by okaying the multi-mil¬ 
lion dollar arena, other Council 
members felt state legislation would 
be more effective. 

According to the bill sent to the 
Prince Georges state delegation, 
any contract leasing parkland for 
more than five years or involving 
a capital investment of more than 
$50,000 would require public airing 
and Council okay. 

“The proposal merely fulfills 
what we view as the need for a 
logical procedure to be followed on 
future occasions when commercial 
uses within park complexes might 
be proposed,” Chairman John J. 
Garrity wrote Del. Arthur A. Dor¬ 
man in submitting the measure. 

It will become effective July 1, 
1973, if enacted by state represen¬ 
tatives. 

Public hearings on the Reeder 
bill and the Potts-Burcham meas¬ 
ure will be April 24 at 1:30 p.m..

Among the unresolved questions 
is whether it is realistic to plan 
on a pilot project for this year — 
1973. The GHI board, in the only 
major vote taken during the March 
22 meeting, decided 5-2 to continue 
with the planning of the 1973 pilot 
project, but there appeared to be 
lingering doubts as to whether the 
schedule outlined by the Planning 
Committee could be adhered to. 

Planning Committee members led 
by David Lange feel that every ef¬ 
fort should be made to get such a 
project going in 1973 because in¬ 
flation is pushing up costs so fast. 
They have recommended that the 
corporation go ahead with hiring 
TAA as the architectural firm for 
the project and that the firm should 
proceed with the initial design de¬ 
velopment and comparative cost 
estimates. Such a report, it is 
hoped, would be delivered to GHI 
by April 25, 1973 in anticipation of 
a special membership meeting to 
be held in early May. 

Objections 

The Subcommittee to Evaluate 
the TAA Report, chaired by Mike 
Smith, feel that it is premature to 
hire an architectural firm at this 
time. They especially oppose TAA 
because they fear it would not keep 
an open mind as to alternative heat¬ 
ing systems. 

TAA engineers have indicated a 
preference for electrical heating, 
because such a system would per¬ 
mit heavying-up of the electrical 
system and installation of air con¬ 
ditioning, as well as insulation and 
new siding, at the same time. 

Subcommittee members were not 
sold on the package approach 
recommended by TAA and felt 
that alternative procedures should 
be also evaluated. Hugh O’Donnell, 
for example, felt that the various 
components involved in a renova¬ 
tion project — structural system 
(siding, roof); heating system; 
plumbing system; and electrical 
system — could be examined sep¬ 
arately and only parts renovated, 
thus keeping costs down by not 
discarding still useful components. 

Reply 

Lange replied that TAA engin¬ 
eers had indicated that they would 
evaluate all proposals with an open 
mind. He also pointed out the ad¬ 
vantages of a package approach in 
which everything is done at once, 
citing, for example, the savings in 
using the same scaffolding. 

Other reasons cited by some Sub¬ 
committee members for their op¬ 
position to TAA was the apparent 
inability of the firm to provide on - 
the-site inspection of the work and 
the firm’s advocacy of urethane 
foam as insulation. The Subcom¬ 
mittee said that urethane has po¬ 
tential health hazards. 

Time Schedule 

The Subcommittee also felt that 
the time schedule proposed by the 
Planning Committee did not allow 
sufficient time for (1) input by the 
GHI board and members into the 
the design phase; (2) inclusion of 
the structural options offered by 
the prize-winning architectural de¬ 
sign competition: (3) consideration 
of employment of other architects; 


and (4) proper distribution of in¬ 
formation to members in layman’s 
terms so that the members can 
make decisions. 

Director Nat Shinderman, sup¬ 
ported by director Howard Brooks, 
felt that the schedule outlined by 
the Planning Committee was not 
viable in that there were too many 
problems that needed settling be¬ 
fore a pilot project could begin in 
1973. For example, he said, he 
would like to know what living 
arrangements would be made for 
people during the period their 
homes were being renovated. 

Several board members stressed 
the importance of securing the 
support of the majority of both 
committees for the next stage of 
the project. The postponement of 
the March 22 meeting was partly 
motivated by the hope that the two 
committees could reach a compro¬ 
mise. 

Earlier in the meeting O’DonneM 
announced that the winners of the 
architectural competition were two 
graduate students at the University 
of Maryland, Robert Goldman and 
Mark Mclnturff. The prize was 
$250, put up by GHI. The drawings 
and sketches were shown to the 
board and included different ar¬ 
rangements for entrances, storage 
space, fences, etc., for the frame 
homes.

Delivery was 
again stopped. 

Incidentally, not only is the indi¬ 
vidual family’s mail held back but 
also the whole court’s mail, where- 
ever the dog roams. This places an 
undue hardship on others by mak¬ 
ing it inconvenient for the innocent 
who have to come to the Post Of¬ 
fice to pick up their mail . . . 

Many of the Post Office employ¬ 
ees have been bitten. This necessi¬ 
tates medical attention and causes 
a situation where the carrier is 
afraid to deliver the mail. In addi¬ 
tion, the mailman has to repair 
his torn uniform. 

We in the Post Office, especially 
the carriers, are pleading with you, 
the dog owners of Greenbelt, to 
please keep your dog under re¬ 
straint (leashed, tied up or kept 
in house) when your mail is being 
delivered.

Garbage and Newspapers 

To the Editor: 

I read with interest the letter sent 
to all residents by the city’s Admin¬ 
istrative assistant, Dennis E. Pie- 
ndak, in which he outlines the new 
refuse collection program. 

As far as I can see the net result 
is a reduction in service. At pre¬ 
sent garbage is collected three 
times per week, and paper is col¬ 
lected once a week. Starting the 
week of April 2, garbage will be col¬ 
lected twice a week and paper 
once a week. 

I doubt strongly whether health 
wise - it is a good thing to reduce 
the frequency of garbage collection, 
especially during the summer. It 
seems to me better to pay a little 
more (if such is unavoidable) than 
to run a health risk. Just visualize; 
garbage collection Monday morning. 
Chicken or pork chops for dinner. 
Monday evening; bones in the trash 
can. Tuesday, Wednesday, Thurs¬ 
day, Friday: bones still in the trash 
can and the temperature is well in 
the 90’s! * 

At the moment my garbage cans 
are always filled when the garbage 
truck comes around, but I for one 
do not accumulate enough news 
paper to make once a-week col¬ 
lection worth while. Also: news¬ 
papers do not start smelling or de¬ 
composing and it is no bother to 
accumulate them for possible once- 
cvery-other-week collection. 

In short: I think it is a sten in 
the wrong direction to substitute 
paper collection for garbage col¬ 
lection. And I sincerely hope that 
the city can work out a program 
both to maintain the separation 
between newspaper and garbage 
as well as to keep up the thrice-a 
week collection of the latter.

term Available to Citizens otMfcK SCHOOL NEWS 


Prince George's citizens may in¬ 
volve themselves in the process of 
proposing changes and adjustments 
in school boundaries by submitting 
a special form that is now available 
in all county schools or through the 
school system's information office. 

The form was developed by the 
office of pupil accounting after 
School Superintendent Carl W. 
Hassel recommended and the Board 
of Education approved procedures 
for submission of citizen proposals 
on additional changes or adjust¬ 
ments in school attendance areas. 

Although recommendations by in¬ 
dividual citizens will be considered, 
Dr. Hassel has suggested that every 
effort be made to submit proposals 
through a recognized community 
or P.T.A. group. "An individual 
parent should discuss his proposed 
recommendation or suggestion with 
the appropriate organization, and 
if that group supports the proposal, 
it should be submitted through the 
sponsoring organization,” he said. 

All proposals should be submit¬ 
ted to the Office of Pupil Account¬ 
ing, Prince Georges County Public 
Schools, Upper Marlboro, Maryland 
20870 no later than May 15, 1973. 

Citizens who submit proposed 
boundary changes through com¬ 
munity organizations are asked to 
include information on the present 
situation, supporting data for any 
proposed change and rationale. 

Once the report has been re¬ 
ceived, it will be carefully reviewed 
by the staff in the pupil accounting 
office. That office will, in turn, 
present the proposals and its recom¬ 
mendations to the Superintendent of 
Schools who will present them to 
the Board of Educaton for its re¬ 
view and reaction. 

The court-ordered desegregation 
plan which was implemented on 
January 29, 1973, involved more 
than 33,000 pupils. The federal court 
established a minimum of 10 per¬ 
cent black, and a maximum of 50 
percent black enrollment for all 
regular schools in the county. 

The staff of the Board of Educa¬ 
tion is under the impression that it 
must maintain this 10 to 50 percent 
range for the 1973-74 school year 
and accordingly, recognizes the pos¬ 
sibility that some additional ad 
justments, mostly minor in nature, 
may have to be made in pupil as¬ 
signments and school attendance 
areas. 

The forms may be picked up at 
any of the county schools or 
through the office of information 
( telephone : 627-4145).

Environmental Hews 

by Gabe Huek 

A small booklet published by the 
American Association of Nursery¬ 
men, entitled “It Depends on You,” 
provides the following ideas: 

Place leaves in your compost pile, 
or, if possible, spread them over the 
iloor of some nearby wooded area 
where their nutrients can be recy¬ 
cled by natural decomposition pro¬ 
cesses. 

Plants are one of nature’s most 
efficient dust traps. Twelve million 
tons of particulate matter (the dirt 
in the air we breathe) are released 
into the atmosphere of the United 
States every year . . . and trees, 
shrubs, vines and flowers act as 
natural traps for this air-borne 
matter. The hairy leaf surfaces 
clutch falling particles and keep a 
steady rain of dust and dirt from 
saturating the air with solid pollu¬ 
tants. In fact, trees are such effec¬ 
tive dust catchers that one of our 
cities, Los Angeles, has to wash its 
trees periodically ... In another 
r rea the dost count on the shel¬ 
tered s’dc of a planted section was 
lower than a similar count on 
the windward side. 

By using mulches, organic mat- 
t^r ird othe- fertilizers you can 
build up a healthy, rich soil in your 
gardens. Grass clippings don’t be¬ 
long in the garbage. Thev can be 
snrinkled about your shrubbery, 
flowers and vegetable beds (3 to 4 
inches deep) to add nutrition to the 
soil and keep moisture in and weeds 
down. 

Start a compost pile for vegetable 
refuse. Mix with topsoil and it will 
decompose rapidly to enrich the 
ground. If you haven’t room for a 
compost pile, get the same effect 
bv burving the vegetable refuse in 
your garden. 

On any steeply sloping land, the 
planting of shrubs and vines pre¬ 
vents erosion and washing away 
of the topsoil. 

Use pesticides only when you are 
sure you have a problem . , . and 
the right pesticide to cure it. Be 
sure to use it at the rate recoat- 
mended on the label. Don't spmy 
merely on suspicion. Nature’s own 
recuperative powers will correct 
the prohiotn in manv oases: black¬ 
birds, )edvhu<«k lacewings, praying 
mantes. sn'd^rs. and other useful 
r>red*tors wPl verv often do the 
job for mi if you’ll let them < . . 
Som*> i“>s*cts can be controlled 
merely by hosing them off plants 
with water blasts or spraying them 
with soapv water. Weeds can be 
pulled bv hand. Sometimes certain 
nlants such as geraniums, can be 
]>tersocrscd among the major 
plants to repel certain insects. 

There are some periods in the 
life of your trees, plants, shrubs, 
and grass when a considerable 
amount of water is required; how¬ 
ever, for most of their life they 
will thrive on less water than you 
might realize. Research has shown 
that thorough watering as needed 
is much better for the plant than 
freciuent limited watering. Much 
less costly too. Let your retail nur¬ 
sery advise you. 

Cool it! The evaporation from a 
single properly-watered tree can 
produce an estimated cooling ef¬ 
fect of more than a million B.T.U.’s 
— equal to ten room-sized air con¬ 
ditioners opeiating 20 hours a day.

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Adventures at Greenbriar 
Or, For Love of a Tree

It has been the object of a num¬ 
ber of Greenbelters in recent weeks 
to transform their yards and com¬ 
mon areas into miniature patches of 
Greenbriar; the developer, Alan 
Kay, having given formal permis¬ 
sion to one person to obtain trees 
on the site, others have followed 
his example. 

“We have so many plants from 
Geenbriar,” one Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc., resident smilingly proclaimed, 
“that we’re now thinking of re¬ 
naming our court ‘Greenbriar Ex¬ 
tended.” 

For some it has been a labor of 
love — saving many of the plants— 
like the trailing arbutus which is 
an endangered species—while for 
others it has been a cheap way of 
adding to the beauty of their own 
little patch of land. 

Families and neighbors have used 
Greenbriar as an excuse for “to¬ 
getherness” and working in a co¬ 
operative spirit that must have 
characterized Greenbelt of old. The 
Hawes’, Doug and Jane and their 
four children trooped out into the 
woods one cold, raw Sunday after¬ 
noon and unearthed treasures like 
railroad spikes, thick and black— 
very useful as coat hooks when 
pounded into an appropriate wall. 
And, wonder of wonders, their 8- 
year-old discovered a colony of 
brightly colored golden ants, now 
making a network of tunnels in 
their terrarium. And a few ever¬ 
greens were carted home to be 
planted in common wooded areas. 

Five GHI women were the pioneer 
diggers, arriving on the scene with 
their shovels and bags. Near the 
hum of bulldozers, they dug up 26 
scrubby pines for transplanting on¬ 
to the bank next to their parking 
lot. 

PTA Digs Trees 

David Stern, vice president of the 
Center School PTA, organized a 
group (“disappointingly small — 10 

counting the children”) to trans¬ 
plant oaks and maples to the bar¬ 
ren grassland of John Carroll Ele¬ 
mentary School. “It was a parting 
present to the Greenbelt children 
who went to Center and to all the 
children of John Carroll,” he said. 
Two dozen trees were transported 
on a borrowed truck, with Center 
School supplying the money for the 
stakes. John Carroll principal, Mrs. 
Greta Henry provided maps to in¬ 
dicate preferred placement, and the 
Volks, Don and Joanne, provided 
peat moss for the trees and cold 
beer for the diggers. The weather 
cooperated too, raining in the 
morning pausing long enough for 
the diggers to proceed unhampered 
and then rain in the late afternoon 
to nourish the new plantings. 

Individuals goings to the site 
have had a variety of experiences. It 
was not uncommon for ones car to 
become stuck in the mud nor was 
it uncommon for oneself to be¬ 
come stuck in the mud. One hearty 
lass found herself sinking, sinking, 
sinking until with each effort to 
free herself she sank deeper and 
deeper, up to her knees in a muddy 
sandy something (not quicksand she 
says, but something equally fright¬ 
ening). Fortunately, a friend ap¬ 
peared and she was rescued—along 
with her load of pines and hollies. 

The Johnstons, Judith and Bill, 
had a systematic approach and are 
probably the record holders for the 
most trips to Greenbriar. Reports 
Judith, “We made one trip for a 
sweet gum tree, one for a river 
birch, one for rocks, one for grass 
(broom sedge), one for mulch — 
bags of mulch, and two trips for 
mountain laurels.” She thinks she 
has gone more times, but has lost 
count. 

The Largest Tree? 

The Johnstons are vying with 
Bob and Theresa Crowley for the 
record for having dug up the lar¬ 
gest tree. The Crowley’s have a 10’ 
sweet gum which, it has been re 
ported, Bob dug a trench around to 
the depth that an average-sized 8- 
vear-old, slightly stooping, could be 
completely concealed within. 

The Johnston’s 10’ mountain 
laurel weighed in at about 140 lbs 
with a 36” rootball barely heaved 
through the back end of their Toy¬ 
ota station wagon. Judith is opti¬ 


mistic about the survival of the 
trees. Having been ruthlessly prun¬ 
ed by Bill, it is now faithfully 
watered five time a day. “It gets 
its first sprinkle at 7 a.m. before 
Bill goes to work and its last 
just before we go to bed. Ill be 
totally shocked if the tree dies,” 
Judith proclaimed. 

On one of their week-end digs, 
they were puzzled by the sound of 
a bulldozer, uncomfortably close. 
“I didn’t think they were working 
today,” Bill said. Further investi¬ 
gation revealed a teenager riding 
jauntily along the clay mounds 
“What are you doing on that,” Bill 
called. “Someone got it started and 
I can’t stop it,” the youth replied.. 
Bill strongly suggested that the boy 
figure out a way to stop the ma¬ 
chine. And the construction com¬ 
pany was duly notified not to leave 
the keys in their equipment. 

Other forays into the woods by 
various individuals have unearthed 
clumps of crow’s feet and pippi- 
sewa, bog iron and wood azaleas, 
partridgeberry and sweet bay mag¬ 
nolia. Perils have included losing 
little children and having one’s car 
nearly bulldozed along with the 
shrubbery. On our last outing one 
week ago, the chipper was not yet 
doing its thing —so it’s still possible 
for all who love a tree—and wish to 
save it — to hustle over to Green¬ 
briar with shovel, boots, a few 
plastic bags and a supply of stam¬ 
ina. 

The Police Blotter 

Chief William Lane has returned 
from the campus of the University 
of Louisville, Kentucky where he 
attended the Southern Police Insti¬ 
tute. While there Chief Lane took 
a course in Police Administration. 

Officer Thomas E. VanValken- 
burgh is recuperating at home af¬ 
ter having had an off-duty acci¬ 
dent. VanValkenburgh fell from a 
ladder and suffered a concussion 
and rib injuries. 

On the night of March 17 an of¬ 
ficer on patrol observed several 
persons inside the storage area of 
the swimming pool. Upon investi¬ 
gation he discovered 6 juveniles, 3 
boys and 3 girls and confiscated 
marijuana and smoking imple¬ 
ments. The juveniles were taken to 
the police station and charged with 
possession of marijuana, then re¬ 
leased to their parents pending 
further action by the juvenile au¬ 
thorities. 

Two 19 yr. old women were also 
arrested on charges of possession 
of marijuana in Springhill Lake.

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County Considers 
Rent Control Bili 

Prinoe George’s County Council 
this week received the third rent 
control measure it has been asked 
to consider in recent weeks. 

The newest bill will be aired at 
3 p.m. on April 24 in Upper Marl¬ 
boro. 

Councilman Francis B. Francois, 
co-author of one rent control act, 
March 20 introduced the first metro¬ 
politan area proposal that would 
roll rents back to their Jan. 10 
level, just before President Richard 
Nixon lifted price-wage guidelines. 

Offered on behalf of a county 
tenant association and at the re¬ 
quest of tenant leader Paul Olson, 
t,he latest Francois measure also 
would make the five percent rent 
increase guideline once used by fed¬ 
eral authorities mandatory in 
Prince George’s. 

The county’s Landlord-Tenant 
Commision, under the newest rent 
lid proposal, could award rent re¬ 
bates or cash av/ards to those whose 
rents were raised illegally and sub¬ 
sequently moved from the building. 

After July 1, the legislation would 
require all rent increases to be limi¬ 
ted to actual cost rises and awarded 
only after the Commission had 
seen proof that taxes, utility and 
maintenance costs were up more 
than three percent. 

The act allows the Commission 
to up rent more than the actual 
costs had increased only so all 
apartments in a certain complex 
would be listed at comparable 
prices. 

Neither of the other two rent 
control bills, one introduced by 
Councilman Ronald R. Reeder and 
the other co-authored by Council- 
men Royal Hart and Francois, have 
retroactive rent rollbacks. 

Reeder’s bill outlaws further rent 
increases until a landlord “proves 
beyond a reasonable doubt” that 
the federally-imposed Phase I and 
II price guidelines caused a hard¬ 
ship in running his business. 

Rent increases would be limited 
to increases allowed in the U.S. De¬ 
partment of Labor cost of living in¬ 
dex. 

The Hart-Francois bill would 
make the five percent federal rent 
guideline used by the President 
mandatory in Prince Georges until 
the county Landlord-Tenant Com¬ 
mission could issue a report on 
rent increases. 

According to the bill, the Com¬ 
mission could award rental rebates 
triple the amount of overcharge 
after the effective date of th act. 

All three bills are emergency 
legislation and would be effective 
immediately after Executive signa¬ 
ture.

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GHI Financial Situation 
Is Improved in 1972 

by A1 Skolnik 

Greenbelt Hameg, Inc. ended up 
its 1972 operations in much better 
shape than anticipated. According 
to the year-end report submitted 
by GHI comptroller Don McGinn, 
receipts for 1972 exceeded expendi¬ 
tures by $90,800. In 1971, the ex¬ 
cess was only $24,500 and in 1970, 
the corporation actually ran in the 
red by $1,400. 

The “improved” situation was 
largely due to reduced heating 
costs, especially in the frame 
homes. As the result of warmer 
weather, the freeze on fuel oil pric¬ 
es, and the switch to No. 2 oil 
which cut the need for cleaning 
burners and equipment, the frame 
homes showed expenditures of $351, 
ooo for calendar year 1972, some 
$53,500 less than the budgeted a- 
mount. The savings in the brick 
homes Was more modest - $5,900, 

Another factor contributing to 
the excess of receipts over expen¬ 
ditures was the inability of the 
corporation to hire painters and 
carry out a large-scale trim paint 
program, as authorized by the bud¬ 
get. As a result, the corporation 
spent only $10,600 on the trim paint 
program, while authorized to spend 
$20,700. 

All in all, in 1972, the frame 
homes showed expenditures of 
$198,800 for structural and grounds 
maintenance and the brick homes, 
$80,100. These amounts were 
$15,500 and $8,800 (respectively) 
less than the amounts budgeted 
for. 

Most other expenditure items 
showed small differences from the 
budget. Real estate taxes ended up 
some $3,100 higher than anticipated. 
Water and sewer expenditures were 
$4,400 more than the budget, but 
trash collection costs were $11,000 
less. One major expense for 1972 
that had no counterpart in 1971 
was $13,800 for the costs of appeal¬ 
ing the real estate tax reassessment. 

Total corporation income for 1972 
came to $2,473,000 of which $2,220, 
700 was from monthly charges from 
units. Accounting for the difference 
was a variety of items—interest in¬ 
come ($35,600), sales department 
fees ($86,900), sales of services to 
members and GDC ($39,600), gar¬ 
age and boat yard rentals ($32,200) 
etc. Also included as an income 
item was $47,900 of reserve money 
budgeted for use in 1972 operations. 

Total corporation expenditures 
for the year 1972 came to $2,349,800 
before transfer or scheduled funds 
to contingency reserves and work¬ 
ing capital ($32,400).
